CARADORI ALLAN. 

The disappointment inflicted by Mrs. Wood’s involuntary breach of engage- 
ment will be amply atoned. The management have obtained the services of a 
more distinguished artist. The arrival of Canapori was announced some time 
ago, and her appearance before an American audience is fixed for an early day. 
It seems strange that so little should be known here of a vocalist who performed 
on no unequal terms with Pasta and Malibran, and was rivalled by no others; 
the well informed report her the superior of Mrs. Wood, of Grisi, and Sontag. 
But it is explained by the facts that for years past, having early acquired an 
ample independence, she bas confined her public performances tu the concerts, and 


| that her operatic reputation was almost more continentalthan English. She will 


soon become an object of very general interest, and as most readers will desire to 
possess some information concerning her, we have procured from a competent 


| source, and subjoin a brief memoir, for the accuracy of which we can vouch. She 


is to give fifty performances in this country, and we anticipate for her unsurpassed 
popularity and success. 

Madame Caradori Allan possesses a soprano voice of considerable compass, 
extending to nearly three octaves, and combining the rare qualities of exquisite 
sweetness and great flexibility with that of perfect intonation. She is an excel- 
lent pianiste, and sings at sight the most elaborate compositions, with an accuracy 
and facility seldom witnessed in vocalists even of the highest rank. In addition 
to German, French and Italian, she possesses a perfect acquaintance with the 
English language, which she speaks and sings with a hardly perceptible tinge of 
foreign accent. 

The following is furnished us by an accomplished friend :— 

This accomplished vocalist, who has deservedly attained a very high - 
tion in England, as well as in every part of the continent of Europe which she 
has visited, was born in the Casa Patalani, at Milan. 

Ata very early age Madame Caradori, who had evinced a passionate fondness 
and remarkahle capacity for music, accompanied her parents to Paris, where her 
musical education, which, underthe guidance of her mother, had been based upon 
the sterling principle of the German school, was farther formed upon the model 
of the best singers of Italy, who at that period were occasionally engaged at the 
Italian Opera of Paris. A premature death suddenly deprived Madame Caradori 
of the protection of her father, the Baron de Munck, who, though descended from 
an opulent and ancient family of Alsace, and holding the rank of Lieut.-Colonel 
in the service of France at the time of his demise, was nevertheless unable to make 
_ eae provision for the subsequent maintenance of his widow and 

aughter. 

The straitened circumstances in which these ladies found themselves suddenly 
placed by this event, rendered it necessary that Madame Caradori should thence- 
forth regard those talents, which had till then been cultivated for private amuse- 
ment, as destined to restore the impaired fortunes of her family. ith this view 
her education was still continued under the indefatigable guidance of her mother, 
and England, the sure and liberal rewarder of genuine talent was selected as the 
fittest stage for the commencement of her public career. 

On the 12th of January, 1822, whilst yet quite « girl, and one accustomed only 
to the retired habits of a domestic circle, she appeared as a candidate for vocal 
celebrity on the boards of the King’s Theatre, London, in the arduous character o 
Cherubino, in Mozart’s opera of Le Nozze di Figaro.

‘The only novelty was Signora Caradori, in the page. Her fair complexion 
and light hair presented an unusual object on this stage of darter and more fiery 
beauties, and confirmed the report of her German origin. Her voice is 
sweet ; it has all the delicacy of her frame and countenance, it steals gently over 
the ear, winning its way tenderly and gradually, and secure in reaching the heart. 
Her native diffidence, increased by a first introduction, was not unsuited to the 
interval between boyishness and manhood, or the dawning development of new 
emotions which she was called upon to personate. Her smile is exquisite—not 
strange to her features, not assumed for the moment, but innate, genuine, tranquil,

Fcr the purpose of avoiding the cholera with which England and France were 
infected, and Italy, menaced, Madame Caradori Allan then proceeded to Russia, 
in which country, notwithstanding the still vivid recollections of Banta, Catalani, 
and Sontag, who had preceded her, hertalents and conduct again obtained for her 
pecuniary rewards and honors of the first magnitude. The Empress especially 
evinced the greatest interest in her successes, and extended to her such evidences 
of personal regard and consideration, as secured to her at once a distinguished 
and hospitable welcome trom all connected with the Court, and as a matter of 
course from Society at large. After giving thirteen public concerts at Pecersburgh 
and Moscow, Madame Caradori Allan set out for England, her adopted home, 
laden with the fruits of her labors and furnished with a « of recommendation 
from the hand of the Empress to her father, the King of Prussia. 

At Berlin, the birthplace of Sontag, new honors and advetiagee awaited her. 
After being presented by the King to all his family, she received from his majesty 
a splendid present of jewelry. Her public performances were crowded to excess, 
and the German critics seemed to emulate the enthusiastic praises which the Ita- 
lians hadlavished upon poaeres. Madame Caradori eventually proceeded to 
rejoin her mother in England. 

The possession of an ample independence thus honorourably acquired, has 
induced Madame Caradori Allan since her continental tour to limit the sphere of 
her professional exertionsto the Ancient and Philharmonic concerts of London, the 
private concerts at the Palaces of Windsor and Brighton, and to the musical fes- 
tivals. And though still at the zenith of her powers it is probable she would not 
have again encountered the fatigues and excitement of a theatrical engagement, 
had not the liberal offers of the managers ofthe Park Theatre, and the assurance 
of a kind reception from the discriminating intelligence of American audiences, 
induced her at a very short notice to cross the Atlantic. 

The following extract from the Musical Quarterly Review ws appropriately 
close this brief memoir, as it shows the estimation in which Madame Caradori’s 
private characteris held in England. “ She is indeed one of those bright charac- 
ters who have of late arisen to dignify a profession stigmatized rather by deplo- 
rable exceptions to virtuous conduct, than by | thing necessarily appertaining 
to its exercise.

The idea of these etchings was first suggested to me by a conversation which 
I lately had with a friend, upon the tendency and moral influences of those pur- 


| suits which are classed under the general head of Sporting. That, like all 
| others of human origin, they were far from faultless, we were both agreed. In 


the progress of our discourse, however, he urged in condemnation of many of 
them, authorities from books, with the names of which ] was unacquainted, and 
from the style and matter of their reasoning, eviacing an utter ignorance of the 
subject upon which they pretended to treat. Subsequently he put some of them 
into my hands, and the result of a very superficial gleaning of their contents 
served to convince me, that notices of such scenes of sporting life as exercise a 
general influence upon society, by one having experience of them, would bear 
perusal for the novelty’s sake alone, however little skill or talent might assist the 
delineation. It would be a sad waste of time to particularize the transcendent 
trash with which the pages of ignorant cant through which I waded abeunded, 
One short extract from a goodly work* in two octavo volumes (which, being 
dedicated by permission to Sir Robert Peel, bore an imposing imprimatur onthe 
title-page) will serve as a fair sample of the manner and matter of the class to 
which they belong. The author thus commences his observations upon “ Ra- 


| cinG :”—" Robberies upon the Turf have long been proverbial. The most ex- 


tensive are those committed by the three great races—the Derby at Epsom—tie 
Oaks at New Market !!!—and the St. Leger at Doncaster.” { think that mor- 
ceau may suffice as a specimen of the education and infurmation which the gen- 
tleman lias brought to bear upon his theme, and serve as an excuse, if not as a 
reason, for my venturing upon the following sketches, which, I promise, shall be 
drawn from life, and written in reverence of Lindley Murray. 

Whatever criterion of character and habit the occupations and labors by 


| which any nation is distinguished may afford, its pleasures are an unequivocal 


standard of the popular disposition. With the former, geographical position 
and a thousand of the merest chances have influence; the latter are creations of 
the general taste or formed to suit its bias. Accident, whieh, during the latter 
part of the last century and the commencement of the present, had turned the 
spirit of our island-sons of commerce frem “ gain to glory,” anon may lead their 
inore chivalrous neighbors to “ the vessel and the mart.’ But the fortune that 
may influence the graver affairs ot life extends not to its pleasures. Betide what 
may, they are the suil in which the genealogical tree puts forth its natural bloom 
and bears legitimate fruit. Following the metaphor, we may regard the British 
oak as emblematic of our hardy pastimes, while the lily of France is typical of 
her lighter frivolities. The comparison is drawn with no feeling of detraction, 
with no desire of instituting an invidious estimate: on the contrary, it is with 
cordial satisfaction I hail the disposition which France evinees to promote and 
cultivate those Sports which have so long been the league and covenant of good 
fellowship among all classes of Englishmen. 

Sull, while L give laud to the light and happy spirit of the French, I eannot 
refrain from prefacing these sketches (avowedly written as charts of the danger- 
ous channels into which the true courses of our National Sports have unhappil 
been diverted) with a solemn protest against the uncharitable spirit in which 
they have ever treated our cliaracter as a people in reference to them. It is true 
that the Turf among us has degenerated from its original purpose, and is now 
almost ny yar go | considered as a medium for high play. But surely France 
was the last of all nations to taunt us with a propensity for gaming, or to libel 
us as a horde of savages, whose practice it 1s to make self-murder a resource 
against ill-luck. Few, however, who have strolled away a morning upon the 
Boulevards but have encountered proofs enough of this disposition. I remem- 
ber one that I saw there a few years ago, intended I believe to iliustrate ‘* a set- 
tling day for the Derby.” The dramatis persone were, of course Englishmen, 
One was seated, his elbows upon atable, his head propped between his palms, 
and his eyes starting from their rings in a paroxysm ot despair. Another, un- 
willing to leave his friends in uncertainty, holds a pistol to each ear, to report the 
cause of his departure. A third is exhibited in all the agony of suspense, 
swinging from the bough of a tree.” While the fourth, aware that “ there is a 
tide in the affairs of men” is in the act of precipitating himself from a parapet 
of abridge. ‘ This may be all amusing enough, it is not with the caricaturist 
that one is prepared to find serious fault, but with those graver libellers who 
bring disgrace upon their country and themselves, by the irascible and jealous 
attacks upon the national character of England, which flow like gangrened sores 
from the Parisian press.” This is the way in which an old friend of mine re- 
marks upon the caricature to which [ have alluded, and draws his conclusion of 
the spirit, of which such manifestations are but the “ weak inventions.” 

Deplorable as the annual list of suicides in this country undoubtedly is, con- 
trast it with the ghastly catalogue alone furnished by the Morgue, and humanity 
shudders at the inference! 

Let such as have only approached the “ facilis descensus” by thé Culypso 
paths of incense-breathing Frascati’s, or the more aristocratic portals of the 
Salon; suffer me to instruct them in the whereabouts of their visit to the temple 
of Hippona at Hyde Park Corner, and the hour selected for her worship. At 
five P. M. on the first Senter that may suit their convenience, let them seek the 
western extremity of Piccadilly, and, turning thence into Grosvenor Place, enter 
the first stable lane which there occurs. This might be under more obligation to 
the scavenger, it is true, but it is nothing when you are accustomed to it, or, as 
Scott sings in more rounded period, ‘ use lessens marvel.” ‘Towards the ter- 
mination of the lane, as aforesaid, they will discover a pair of large gates, 
having a door cut in one of their folding pannels. Within is an extensive 
court-yard, having the centre occupied by an ornamental tank, surmounted by 
the sculptured effigy of a fox, no inappropriate genius loci.

Does any man imagine that they would be scrupulous about the manner of it, so 
that the result was satisfactory ? 

It would be impossible, without a volume were given to the detail, to attempt 
even to epitomize the various seliemes resorted to by those who make a business 
of speculating upon the fluctuation of Turf traffic. The parties are indeed but 
two,—the takers and layers of the odds; but these are infinitely subdivided, rami- 
ficating into systems of subilety and calculation beyond all ordinary comprehen- 
sion. Of the two primal roots, the first consists almost wholly of such as bet 
upon commission, and the avowed professional Legs. These open books upon 
the different great stakes as soon as they can be brought into the market, and 
take the odds against such horses as appear to be bona fide named in the public 
betting, but in most instances are got up by themselves for the purpose of being 
laid against. If they are actually in the market, they have, by being early takers, 
the chances of hedging should they advance in favor, and, by the numbers they 
back, a certainty that all cannot be losers for them. ‘Chus, for instance, say in 


the winter, 50 to 1 is taken about ten horses for the Derby; in the spring one of | 


them perhaps gets up to 5 to 1, which at once gives 45 pointsto hedge to. The 
system is one which would reduce betting to a certatn gain, but that a good book 
upon paper is ofien actually a heavy loss. Extensive dealers cannot be over 
particular about their customers. The point against the Leg is, that he must, 
pay or his occupation is gone. while every season spawns its mushroom swells, 
who, while their turn lasts, strut their hour, “ and then are seen no more.”

You ask me how sucn things are tolerated ‘ where gentlemen congregate ?”—it 
exceeds my cunning. 

One of the latest of the respectables blown up by the latter system was Cap- 
tain Grant, who went upon the Derby in 1535. That gentleman had a fair little 
team, trained by Forth, and occasionally picked up a crumb or two by stakes. 
For the Derby of the year that floored him he had a very promising colt, Knob- 
stick, that had run a good two-year-old, and was highly spoken of by the stable 
in the spring of the third year. However, he was not Mr. Grant’s card, 
had selected in the winter an outsider, Mondig, then at 40 to 1, against whom he 
stood a desperate stuke. I believe Mr. Grant never offered (he probably had never 
had a chance) to hedge a guinea of his money. Mundig won, and the Captain 
lost a stake which, when he laid it, he must have known he could not pay. The 
result was, that he ‘‘ went”—an excellent word which saves trouble, by embody- 
ing the nature of the accident with the effect by which it is followed. But be it 
hot supposed that because I name these things in warning, I intend them as a 
general stigma, either upon the Turf, as the sport of gentlemen, or the majority 
of such as pursue it for its legitimate purpose. Even in its most pernicious ap- 
plication it affords not such instances of a demoralizing, degrading influence, as 
unhappily distinguish other shrines whereat the goddess of Chance is worshipped.

THE WASHINGTON RACES—MARY BLUNT AND CIPPUS. 
Wasuincron, Oct. 6, 1837. 


Dear Sir,—Our races closed to-day, and I now send you a short statement of | 
the results, as well as a word or so in regard to ideas of my own. The proprie- | 
tor’s advertisement promised a good many things, and among them all we were to | 
have two races on the two first days, with so many horses in each race that by- 
standers would not be quite able to count them. Now for a little sober truthful | 
history. 

Ist day.—Only one race, tiree started, and ran each heat of two miles in four | 
minutes and as many seconds as you please. 

2d day.—Only one race, three started, two miles, each heat won by Gen. 


3d day.— Three mile heats, seven started, two very fine horses, Col. Johnson’s | 
Boston, and Dr. Duvall’s Prince George; as for several of the rest—[No matter | 
about the rest.] The time of the two heats was said to be 5:50—5:52. Beaten 
easily by Boston. 

4th day.—Two started, Mary Blunt and Cippus; their pedigrees and per- | 
formances are well known to you and in all the sporting circles. ‘These animals | 
are indisputably the best of the get of Sir Charles and Industry. No man who- 
has any regard for his judgment of horses should allow himself to doubt the fact, | 
let what may be said by people about 7'rifle and her races. Mary Blunt is some 
few seconds ahead of her at any distance over one mile, and her third 4 mile heat 
in 7:47 ought to close everybody’s mouth upon that subject. On this occasion 
she beat Cippus the first heat in 7:50, according to the judges’ time, and 7:49 ac- 
cording to Col. McCarrty’s. Cippus is a very fine horse, 5 yrs. old, long and 
tall, with as fine limbs as you can imagine. He is a tough horse, with a regular | 


| stride of 24 feet, and can’t run slow at any period of the race, so that in all his 


contests he leads from the jump. Mary Blunt kept within a length of him for 
the first three miles, occasionally going up to his haunches, when he would en- 
crease his stride, and put her back at her old distance. Some thought that in 
these little brushes he outfooted ker, while others are certain that the mare was 
only satisfying herself by these little feints that she could pass him when it was | 
time todo so. On the last quarter of the 3d mile she went up again, when they | 
both went off at a flight of speed nearly side and side for about half a mile, when ' 


| she cleared him, and won the heat with Cippus aboutalergth behind. The 


brush at the end of the 3d mile was perhaps the hardest work ever done by either 
nagin any of their contests, and has added a few thousand dollars to Cippus’s 
value. The excitement during this heat was very great, and would have been 
much greater but for the opinion which was universal before the start, that the 
mare would certainly win. 1f Cippus had won, the people would have been ex- 
cited out of their wits. Everybody was well satisfied, however, with the heat 
except the judges, who were discontented with the very sharp curve which the 
mare made in taking the track from Cippus—she had hardly cleared the horse | 
when she bounded directly before him. All passed over smoothly, however, and | 
in due time they are off upon 

The 2d heat.—As before, Cippus began to measure off his four-and-twenty 
feet from the jump, and in about two hundred yards was some length or two 
ahead of the mare, and ran evidently with more life and speed than during the 
first heat. When about half round the 3d mile the mare made a run, when Cip- 
pus beat her off considerably ; again on the last quarter of the same mile she | 
went at him again with no better success, Cippus passing the stand two lengths 
ahead, and both entirely at the top of their speed. Cippus then pulled up into # 
trot, and the mare broke her stride, and was about entirely halting, when the 
‘go on”—that they had run but three miles. The 
mare then put off again some distance, when the rider of Cippus gave him the 
whip, and away both went, the mare about 200 yards ahead, which was con- 
siderably shortened by the time they closed the final mile. 

Such was the termination of the race, and every man present and abroad will 
be allowed to form his own conclusions as to the halt made at the termination of 
the 3d mile. The opinions on the ground were various and contradictory. Som:

SALE OF DURHAM CATTLE IN KENTUCKY. 

The Lexington papers give the particulars of the sale of the Durham Cattle of 
Davin Surron, Esq., which took place in that city on the 27th Sept. {kt will be 
seen from the annexed list (which we have compiled from the Intelligencer, and 
the Observer & Reporter,) that stock of thisdescription 1s not only highly prized 
in Kentucky, bat that in fact it commands higher prices than at the East. Bya 
comparison of the sales of Mr. Sutton’s stock with that which recently took 
place in Philadelphia, an account of which was published in this paper on the 
16th of last month, it will be seen that the Kentucky sale of the “full bloods” 
was much better than the Philadelphia sale. This would seem to verify the as- 
sertion that Kentucky has at this time as valuable stock as is to be found any 
where inthe Union. The sale was attended by a large number of breeders from 
all the adjoining counties, and by strangers from a distance.

We trust, ere long, 
to see announced at Quebec, Montreal, Toronto, and Three Rivers, “ The 


| Qvueen’s Puate of Fifly Guincas, the gift of Her Most Gracious Majesty, Vic- 


rorta I., free for all horses conforming to the Rules of the Association.” Let our 
Canadian friends think of this matter; if acted upon with spirit, such an impulse 
would be given to the NationaL Sport we mutually inherit from the Mother 
country, that we should soon have Canadian ‘“‘ cracks” ‘ cutting out the work ” 
on Long Island, and American champions “ winning never dying laurels ” across 
the St. Lawrence. 

This subject was brought forcibly to mind by the following article in the 
‘“€ Montreal Gazette” of the Sth inst., from which it will be seen that an interest 
is springing up in relation to the Turf, calculated to lead to the most beneficial 
and important results :— 

We are happy to learn from the Sierbrooke Gazette, that some “good race 
courses have lately been established in the Eastera ‘Townships, which bid fair to 
prove beneficial to the breed of horses in that part of the Province, as well as a 
recreation to the farmer after the arduous labors of the harvest shall! “pgs to 
year have been completed. ‘The Compton races took place on the 29th o 
and were well attended, the ground being occupied by a number of neat corilages, 
many horsemen, and a great crowd of persons on foot. The Hurdle Stakes of 
£6 were won by Dr. Lang worthy’s Cleveland, and the Hunter’s Stakes of £4 
by Mr. Perey Cunuingham’s Kate.

THE RACES—REGATTA—DEAF BURKE. 
To the Editor of the New York Spirit of the Times. 

It is probable you will have received before this time a newspaper account, or 
sort of “ marked race bill” detail of the business doings of our (shall I say 
« glorious) Three Days’” fun and frolic, in the shape of racing and regatta dis- 
play. 1 will omit all the usual dry fashion and fact of neck and neck work, 


whether the grey filly bolted, or the bay favorite broke down—how “ Skyscraper” 


stuck in the mud, and the boasted speed of Blue Blazes” ended in smoke— 
whether “ Fairy Foot” stumbied through her work like a clumsy cart-horse, and 
how “ Snuj-ihe-moon” made a short job of it by going rump over head at the 
Girst start,—all this agreeably diversified with learned strictures on the handsome 
riding of ‘* White and pink sleeves,”—how “ Black and all black” sat his horse 
like a sand-bag, and ‘“‘ Red cap and tartan jacket” gave graceful evidence of 
being “all giblets and wings ” inthe style of his jockey horsemanship.

ON BREAKING DOGS. 





To ensure good sport the shooter must be provided with good dogs. However 
abundant game may be, there can be no real sport without dogs; and however 


| scarce game may be, a good day’s sport is attainable with good dogs, = a per- 


ug and 
loading the keepers with game, as the soleend and aim of the sportman’s conapte 
tions. ‘Phe mere act of killing game no more constitutes sport than the j ngling 
of rhymeconstitutes poetry. Since then, good dogscontribute to good sort, the 
shooter should be careful to whom ho entrusts the breaking of them. Bad habits, 
by dogs as well as by bipeds, are sooner acquired than got rid of. If it suit hs 
convenience, the shooter should frequently accompany the breakers when pract'+ 
sing his dogs; he should direct them to make use of few words, and those words 
should be the same that he has been in the habit of using. A multiplicity of d'- 


| rections only serves to puzzle a dog, as a person’s speaking Irish, Scotch, and 
| Welsh alternately would perplex a Spaniard ! 


‘* A dog will soon learn the meaning of a few words, when no other words are 
used. To-ho! spoken in an under tone, when the dog is beating, is a warning 
to him that he is close upon game, and is a direction to him to stand: there is no 
necessity for using it toa dog that knows his business. Spoken in a peremptory 
manner, it is used to make the dog crouch when ke has flushed game, or other- 
wise been in fault. Down charge! or Down to charge! is used to make the dog, 
whether he be near or at a distance, to crouch when the shooter charges, that the 
dog may not flush game when the shooter is unprepared. When the dog will 
not crouch, but continues beating, the leg-strap may be used. Take heed ! and 
be careful! ave used when the dog ranges over the ground where it is customary 
to find birds. Take heed! is a word of correction : be-careful! of encourage- 
ment. The former is used by way of caution or notice to prevent the dog flush- 
ing birds by running over the ground too fast; the latter is likewise a caution, 
but used when the dog beats slowly orcarelessly. ’ Ware fence! is used to pre- 
vent dogs passing a fence before the gun. The dog should never on any account, 
leave an enclosure until his master has left it. ’ Ware! or beware! is used to 
rate a dog for giving chase to a hare or birds—for pointing larks—running after 
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sheep or cows—approaching too near the heels of a horse; or for committing any | 
other offence not in our catalogue. Come-in! hey-on! hold up! are too obvious 
in their signification to require comment. Seek! is a direction to the dog to look | 
for a dead or a wounded bird, hare or rabbit. Dead! is used to make a dog relin- | 
quish his hold of dead or wounded game. The dog should retain possession of 
wounded game until it is talen from him, for should he suffer a bird that is only 
slightly wounded, to disengage itself from his grasp, another seek-becomes neces- 
sary, and the bird is either lost, or despoiled of its plumage by the catching and 
re-catching. Some dogs are taught to bring their game to their master, The 
breaker should teach the dog, in all cases to retain gan.e until it is taken from him, 
or until he hear the word dead! when he should instantly drop it. The dog must 
be punished ifhe break the skin with his teeth.” 

It is said that the dog should be taught to obey the eye and the hand, rather than 
the voice; besides— . 

“‘ Whenever speaking to a dog, whether encouragingly or reprovingly, the 
sportsman should endeavour to look what he means, and the dog will undersiand 
him. The dog will understand the look, if he does notthe words. The Sports- 
man should never, witha smile on his countenance, punish a dog; nor commend 
him when he has done well, but with an apperent hearty good will: the dog will 
then take an interest in obeying him. Gamekeepers and dog-breakers are often 
odd fellows, and seldom natives of the place where they follow their avocation.— 
Many of them are particularly loquacious to thedogs. Should one of these queer 
specimens jabber in a Cornish or Yorkshire dialect to a dog trained on the Gram- 
plans, the dog will understand from his look whether he is pleased or offended, | 


but nothing more. The dog has not the gift of tongues, but he is a Lavater in | 
physiognomy !” : 

We have liad means of knowing the characters of several professed dog-break- 
ers, and are sorry to have it to say, that a majority of them are intemperate fel- | 
lows, who were always apt to wreak their angerjupon the poor animals entrusted 
to their keeping and tuition; at the same time young dogs seldom fail to try the | 
patience. Much harshness may be avoided by an attentive study of the natural | 
disposition of each dog. 

* Many young dogsare spoiled with flogging—others for want of it. Thetem- 
per of thedogs should be well studied by the*bzeaker. All young dogs are more | 
or less wild when first taken out. Some are rendered tractable with very little 
trouble, and without any punishment being administered; while others, and 
which, afterwards prove good dogs too, unite a natural disposition for roving and | 
mischief with a considerable share ofcunning. Nothing but extreme severity will | 
subjugate a dog of this latter disposition. He will, often the moment after he has 
felt the lash, forget the infliction, and immediately, on another opportunity pre- 
senting itself, repeat the offence ; for which repetition he should, of course, receive 
double chastisement. If adog is shy, he should be encouraged. A timid dog, 
when rated, will tremble under the scowl of the eye-brow; it would therefore be
